WHAT ARE OFFENSIVE 
WEAPONS? 


LORD CECIL CRITICAL OF 
EXPERTS’ DELAY 


t London, May 19. 

At a meeting in Geneva last 
night, Lord Cecil made a strong 
protest against the delnys of ex- 
perts in determining what are 
offensive weapons. He said cer- 
tain tendencies were: allowed to 
prevail and the principle laid 
down by Sir John Simon, and un- 
animously adopted by the general 
commission, was in danger of 
being put out of existence. 

He urged the continuance of.the 
demand for elimination of aggrcs- 
sive armaments, which he would 
define as those five classes of 
armaments which at Parla were 
forbidden to vanquished powers, 
namely, warships over 20,000 
tons, submarines, tanks, mobile 
guns over 106 rhillimotres in cali- 
bre, and all naval and military 
alreraft.—British Wireless.

The 
idea, in brief, was that, as an ex- 
periment, supplies should be res- 
tored to houses in the rider main 
districts, nnd that if it were found 
that consumption appreciably 
exceeded that from the fountains, 
the existing system should again 

The Government, 
however, thinks it would be. un- 
safe, in the -present positian, to 
allow tnmetered supplies to houses, | 
and has put forward a new plan 
which should certainly be an im- 
provement on existing methods. 

The ‘trouble is. at present thal 
whilst both the metered and the 
fountain supplics are drawn from

the Honourable Sir Shou-son Chow, 

aking op behalf of himself and 
the other two Chincse membors, 
after pointing out the . hardships 
then suffered by the poorer classes 
of Chinese, said:—“Sir, wo cannot 
afford a recurrence of that most 
distressing condition. It must bo 
prevented with all the means and 
energy at the command of the 
Government. All the. permanent 
schemes should. be decided upon 
and pressed on with the greatcat 
possible spend without a single 
day's avoldable delay.” ae 

Equally emphatic were the  re- 
marke of the Honourable Sir Shou- 
son Chow on the 20th October, 1930 
(nec Hanaard: 1930 p.199), In 
spenking for all the Unofficial 
Members jointly. 


Early History. 


Finally, it was decided to place 
the work in the hands of an 
eminent firms of consulting  cn- 
gineers In England, Sir Alexander 
Binnie, Son nnd Deacon, and, in 
January of last year, Mr. Gourleay 
of that firm paid a visit of inspec- 
tion to this Colony, and in the 
nutumn Mr, Binnie came out here, 
with the result that, on the 10th 
December last year, (See Hansard 
1931 at pnge 209) His Excellency 
the present Governor stated in 
this Council! as follows:—“The 
position with regard to the accond 
section fs that the scheme has been 
submitted to the Consulting 
Engineers, and two members of the 
firm have been out here and have 
approved of it. The question was 
referred to the Seeretary of State 
in the first instarce and it was hold 


over temporarily for that report. [ 


He expreascd tome viewa on the 
subject as to whether we could 
alford the total coat. It_is a very 
expensive scheme, but I strongly 
pointed out, in a despatch which 
included a reference to the Gaol, 
that not only was it an casential 
work, vital to the “Colony, but that 
I considered our financial position 
was amply good enough to permit 
of the acheme being proceeded with 
at once. In the telegram in which 
the Seeretary of State approved of 
the Gaol being paid for out of loan 
funds, he merely stated, with re- 
gard to the second section of the 
Shing-Mun scheme, that we must 
wait a little until he had seen the 
Consulting Engineers’ Report. I 
naaume, therefore, that, if the 
second report is favourable, we 
aval be allowed to proceed with 
it 
‘Absurd Suggestion. 


With reference to thoac remarks 
of Ji. & the Governor, it 
seems to me absurd to suggest 
that this Colony, whose actual re- 
venue for 1931 exceeded the 
estimated revenue by more than 
three and a half millions of dollars, 
cannot afford to pny for such a 
vital, necessity os water, which is 
far more necessary to this Colony 
and its expansion than even a new 
Gaol. ‘ 

Since then. we must assume, in 
the absence of any news to the con- 
trary, that the report of Mr. Binnie 
was fayourable to the construction 
of the new dam as an engincering 
feat; and yet here we are, still 
waiting for the assent of the 
Secretary of State to our pro- 
posals for the financing of work 
which was declared by the 
unanimous vote of this Council. 
Official ag well ay Unofficial. on the 
18th July, 1929, tobe work requir- 
ing to be “pressed on with -the 
utmost cespatch.” 


Diflicult to Be Patient. 


It w difficult to be patient in the 
ince of such delay on the pars of the 
Home: Authorities in sanctioning 
the necessary expenditure on such 
an urgent and pressing need as a 
pure water-supply, especially bear- 
ing in«mind tho fact that, if we 
commenced work upon the second 
section of the Shing-Mun scheme 
to-morrow. it would probably take 
from two to three years before we 
should obtain even a partial” in- 
trease of our water-supply by the 
partial construction of the big dam. 

From the middle of 1928 down 
to the middle of 1929, a8 was point- 
ed out by the late Governor (See 
Hansard 1929 at p.184), the rain- 
fall was only about 38 inches, From’ 
the 1st October last until the middlo 
of May this year the rainfall was 
only about 16% Inches. I quote 
theae figures merely for the pur- 
pose of emphasising the point- that 


we are always Hable to a recurrent] 


water shortage in this Colony if 
we have a dry autumn followed by 
a dry winter and spring, and that 
our only salvation lics in the 
promptest pushing on with the big 
Shing-Mun dam. 


Protest at Delays. 


In conclusion, I do most strongly, 
on behalf of the Unofficial Mem- 


‘[deed, welcomes this further oppor 


bers, urge Your Excellency to 
convey to the Right” Honourable 
Tho Secretary of State for tho 
Colonies our eae against tho 
delays which have taken place In 
the santioning of the commence- 
ment of this most vital and neces- 
sary achemo for tho welfare of this 
Colony. 

This dam muat, in our opinfon, 
take precedence over every othor 
public work, 


Mr. Kotewall'’s Speech. 


_ In seconding tho motion, tho Hon. 
Mr. R. H. Kotewall said:—I beg to 
second the motion. The ground is 
go well covered by the Honourable 
Senior Unofficial membor that very 
little remains for me to Aly. * 

There can be no question that 
the most pressing problem now con- 
fronting the Colony is our water 
supply. Representing as 1 do the 
preponderant clement in the 
population, I urge with all ocm- 
phasis that not another day's 
avoldable dolay in coyomoncing 
the second section of the Shing- 
Mun schemo should be per- 
mitted, in view of the great 
hardship entailed on the poorer 
classes whenever a restriction on 
the water supply is imposed. 


Inexplicable. 


Time and again during the Inst 
three years have the unofficial mem- 
bers of this Council pressed on the 
Government the imperative need 
of pushing on with the work; and 
it is inexplieablo why in face of 
these strong representations and of 
the equally strong opinion express- 
ed by His Excellency the Governor, 
as quoted by the Honourable 
Senior Unofficial Member, the Sec- 
retary of State should have held up 
this most’ easential and urgent 
undertaking. 

Ushould Ike to repeat here, what 
the Hon. Sir Shou-son Chow and I 
have said on previous ‘occasions, 
that the people will not grudge any 
expenditure in the form of interest 
and sinking fund in respect of loans 
raised for providing waterworks 
which would obviate, at least for 
some years, the necessity for res- 
trictions on the water supply, with 
all their attending hardships and 
inconvenience. 


Reply by Government. 


Replying on behalf of the Gov- 
ernment, the Colonial Secretary 
anid:—The Government can rendily 
accept the motion of the Senior 
Unofficial Member, and, in fact, has 
already anticipated it by despatch- 
ing a telegram to the Secretary of 
State on 11th May setting out the 
present water shortnge and the 
consequent restrictions as still 
further reason, for pressing on at 
once with the Gorge Valley Re- 
servoir at Shing-Mun. 

A short history of the more re- 
cent negotiations in connexion with 
the Shing-Mun Scheme will, I hope, 
serve to satisfy Honourable Mem- 
bers that there has been no undue 
delay in pressing on with it. 

“A dam of this height, storing 
water to a depth of 200 fect, falls 
into the category of the World's 
large engineering problems, and 
every step taken demands the most 
extreme circumspection, The ser- 
vices of an English firm, Messrs. 
Sir Alexander’ Binnie.. Son and 
Deacon. with a very wide specializ- 
ed experience in this kind of work, 
were, therefore, enlisted—and on 
Sth January. 1931, Mr. Gourley, 3 
partner in the firm, came out to 
inspect the site selected and its 
possibilities. The data were not 
then sufficient for him to return a 
fiacl cpinion, and more exaloration 
work was called for. 


Scheme Reported Sound. 


On October 8th, 1931, Mr. Binnio 
of the same firm came to inapect-the 
foundations, which had, in the 
wreantime, been opened up, and 
finally reported that the scheme 
as proposed was ‘a sound one. 

The not unimportant question of 
finance remained, and the Secretary

In view of the admitted sorious- 
ness of the situation I will now ask 
the Director of Public Works to 
make a statement on tho: present 
position of the water supply and 
the now proposals for distribution. 


IMPROVED RATIONING. 


Scheme for Isolating Mains 
for Fountains. 

The Diroctor of Public Works 
sald:—The total quantity of water 
in storage In tho reservoirs of tho 
Colony to-day is 731 million 
gallons, being 678 million gallons 
In Hongkong and 168 million 
gallons in Kowloon. 

On Wednesday, tho llth May, it 
was deemed necessary to cut down 
the supply throughout the Colony 
to seven hours a day, and since 
then careful watch has been both on 
the consumption and the distribu- 
tion of this supply. 

After full Inveatigation it is now 
considered that neither the reduc- 
tion in consumption nor tho dis- 
tribution of the present supply fs 
satisfactory, and that further res- 
triction ja necessary. 


Cutting Down Supplies, - 


The present supplies on both 
sides of the harbour must be cut 
down, and the proportion of the 
supply taken through meters should 
be reduced, as strect fountain con: 
aumers are at present not getting 
an equitable share. 

Under the existing systems of 
supply through meters and street 
fountains, both off the same main, 
it fa not possible to restrict either 
supply separately, the result being 
that while there appears to be 
considerable hardship amongst 
those drawing their supplies from 
street fountains, metered  con- 
aumers enjoy a comparatively 
generous supply. 

To reduce the hours of supply to 


any considerable extent under the! 
existing system would throw the’ 


t 


ditional supply as possible through 
the now subsidiary fountains, 


Equitable Distribution. 


By this mothod full control of 
the supply will bo rogainad, dis- 
tribution will be more cquitable 
and any Immediato necessity for 
the importation of water and the 
ercction of tanks should -be ob- 
viated. : 

If approved, tho necessary works 

will be carried .out 98 expedi- 
tlously as possible. It fs hoped 
that this system of supply will be 
brought ‘into operation in a week 
or ten days. 
* The number of the new strect 
fountains to be fixed on the now 
subsidiary mains and trunk mains 
will not, be leas than the oxisting 
number of fountains on the pre- 
acnt supply. mains. Z 


By reducing the hours of supply 


to metered services {it fs antici- 
pated that a 12¢hours supply can 
be given through the new. foun- 
tains on the subsidiary mains. 

{At a meeting held afterwards, 
the Finance Committee informally 
approved the expenditure of an 
estimated aum of $26,000 for put- 
ting the scheme into operation). 


Member's Question. — 


Hon, Sir Henry Pollock:—I take 
it, when the Director of Public 
Works said just now that ‘the num- 
ber of new street fountains to be 
fixed on the new subsidiary mainn 
and trunk matns will not be less 
than the existing number of foun- 
tains on the present supply main,’ 
meant that the number of foun- 
tains altogether would be double? 

Director of Public Works:— 
Yes, During the period that the 
meter supply and the subsidiary 
supply are on. 

Hon. Sir Wenry Pollock:—I will 
now, Sir, formally ask—so that the 
Unofficial Membera may hawe an 
opportunity of recording thelr 
vote—that this matter be put to 
the vote go that it may be seen 
they arc all in favour of the mo- 
tlon which I have proposed.

Scheme Evolved. 


With the object of ensuring that 
all consumers should have on 
Adequate supply, but that metered 
consumers should retnin the 
advantage of having their water 
‘delivered through the house taps, 
tho Waterworks Engineer, Mr. 
Nowhouse, has evolved a schemo to 
overcome the present difficulties, at 
& comparatively small cost. 

Tt is. proposed, in the case 
of the Central and Western 
districts of Hongkong, to utilize 
the exiating isolated trunk main 
in Caine Rond, and connect to it a 
series of temporary subsidiary 
mains running down towards the 
harbour and carrying a large 
number of street fountains. In 
the case of the Eastern District of 
Hongkong and the Kowloon dis- 
tricts, It is proposed to isolate 
certain suitably placed trunk 
mains and connect to them a large 
number of street fountains, 

It would then be possible to give 


‘1a supply to these subsidiary foun- 


tains during the period when all 
other supplies are cut off, 

On gompletiont of these altern- 
tions it is proposed to give one 
period of full supply to the whole 
community, including the foun- 
tains, on the existing mains, and 
thereafter a8 long a period of ad- 


ber’s - motion. The Government 
accepts the motion of the Senior 
Unofficial Member and members 
may rest assured that the import- 
ance and' urgency, of proceeding 
with the second section of the 
Shing-Mun scheme is fully appre- 
elated by the Government, and I 
shall not fail to convey the views 
of the Unofficial Members of this 
Council to the Secretary of State.

INDIAN CONSTABLE SHOT 
BY UNKNOWN MAN 


Sitting as Coroner yosterday 
afternoon, Mr, Fraser, at the 
Kowloon Muagistracy, conducted 
an inquiry into the circumatances 
surrounding the death of Jawala 
Singh, Police” Constable’. B120, 
who died in Kowloon Hospital on 
April 80, 08 a reguit of gunshot 
wounds which he received in a 
scuMe with an unknown Chinese 
In the early hours of the morn- 
ing, of April 6. 

Inspector Shannon, of Yaumati, 
Polico Station, - represented the 
Police. 

Amar Singh, a Police sergeant, 
deposed that at 3.04 a.m. on April 
6, he met the deceased at the 
junction of Boundary Street and 
Laichikok Road, Decensed re- 
ported to him “All’s woll.” Later 
on, ho heard a polico whistle com- 
ing from the dircction of a vacant 
piece’ of ground. He rushed to 
the spot and there found deceas- 
ed lylng on the ground. Doceas- 
ed then told him that he saw a 
Chineso whom he wanted to 
search. The Chinese _ struggled, 
and in the struggle, deceased was 
shot by this Chinese with his own 
revolver. Witness reported the 
matter and had the decensed re- 
moved to hospital. 

A Shantung constable, D69, 
said he was the first to arrive on 
the scene. He was on duty in the 
vicinity, and) on hearing police 
whistle at 3.15 am. he followed 
the sound and came upon the de- 
ceased lying on u vacant piece of 
“round, Deceased was. blowing 
the police whistle. 

After formal evidence had been 
given, the Coroner returned a ver- 
dict of “Murder by a person un- 
known.” ,

{TRIBUTES TO NUMEROUS. 
- CONTRIBUTORS 


Thore was u happy gathering of 
Chineso medical practitioners at the 
Chinese Merchants Club last night 
when the Hongkong Chinese Mcdi- 
cal Practitioners’ Relief Committee 
entertained the four Chinese doc- 
tora, 15 dressers and eight nurses 
who have ‘just returned from tho 
north, after two months’ attending 
to wounded Chinese soldiers. 

Dr. Arthur Woo, who presided, 
said it gave him great pleasure to 
do honour to the doctors, dresserr 
and nurses who sacrified so much 
of their time and energy in the 
relef of the Shanghai wounded. 
He asked those present to drink 
to the health of the honoured 
guests, the heroes and herojncs 
who were among the first to go to 
Shanghai and the last to return. 
Dr. Woo sald that their services 
must have been greatly appreciat- 
ed’ by Dr. W. S. New and other 
organisers of the Shanghai relief 
They did not want 
to dispense with their services; 
that ‘explained why they had beea 
kept so long In Shanghal. 

Many Helpers. 

Dr. Woo thanked the’ people 
who made the orgnunisation of the 
relief work to Shanghai possible. 
fle mentioned Hon. Mr. R. H. 
Koatewall and the Chinese repre 
sentatives on the Legislative 
Council. 

He added that one of the first 
persons he went to for help waa 
Mr. Chan Lim-pak, Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of ths 
Tung Wah Hospital, who recom- 
mended six nurses from that Hos- 
pital, who were Inter joined by 
more nurses from the Yeung Woo 
Hospital.

Through all these helps, -the 
Relief Committee was able te 
send $6,000 worth of _ medical 
equipment to the Shanghai wound- 
ed and an X-ray set, which was 
obtained through the labour of 
Dr. T. C. Wong, and Dr, C. K. Mr. 
Dr. Woo said that some of the 
British and American tourists who 
visited Hongkong on the Empress 
of Britain contributed G$364 and 
the screen actor, Richard 
Barthelmess was so appreciative 
of their work that he also donate 
a small sum. : ;

Before concluding his speech, Dr, 
Woo said he had not forgotten the 
help from Dr. C. H. Wan in secur- 
ing the contribution which resulted 
In the purchase of an ambulance car 
to Shanghai, Mr. Fung Man-tak fo1 
his effort in obtaining $7,000, for 
tha Nineteenth Route Army, and 
Dr. Ip Kam-wah for obtaining 
handsome contributions. , 

Dr. Woo said that, while in the 
North, Madame Chiang Kal-sher 
had given some beautiful embroi- 
devices and other souvenirs to ench 
of the Hongkong nurses and doctors 
to commemorate * their charitable 
services.

lief Committee’s wish to give each 
of them a souvenir In the form of 
a cheque. - 


Letter from Dr. New. 

Dr. Woo read out a letter he had 
received from Dr. New, the Pre- 
sident of the Chinese Medical As- 
sociation in Shanghai, which sald: 

"T am sending this letter to you 
through the doctors and . nurses 
whom your’ organisation sent to 
Shanghai in February and March, 
and who are returning to Hongkong 
to-morrow. With this letter, we 
send to you and members of your 
committee our most grateful thanks 
for your eending this relief unit to 
us at the time when we were most 
in need of help. 

“U wish also to inke this oppor- 
tunity to inform you of how loyally 
and helpfully each and every mem- 
ber of this unit worked ‘for the 
weottnded soldiers whe were put un- 
der their care; their patience and 
attitude had been a constant source 
of admiration to us, and f am sure 
that it is something which your 
Committee at Hongkong should be 
well proud of.

LORD CECIL CRITICAL OF 
EXPERTS’ DELAY 


London, May 19. i 

At a meeting in Geneva last 
night, Lord Cecil made a strong 
protest against the dolays .of ex- 
perts in determining ‘what are 
offensive woapona, He said cer- 
tain tendencies were allowed to 
provall and the principle laid 
down by Sir John Simon, and .un- 
animously. adopted by the general 
commission, was in danger of 
being put'out of existence. 

He urged the continuance of the 
demand for elimination of aggres- 
sive armaments, which ho would 
define as those _ five classes of 
which at Paris were 
forbidden to vanquished powers, 
namely, warships over 20,000 
tons, submarines, tanks, mobile 
105 millimetres in call- 
bre, and all naval and military 
alreraft.—British Wireless.

THE WATER PROBLEM 


Whilst the steps which the 
Government has decided to ‘take 
to ennble-users of strect fountains 
to secure a more equitable share 
of the water supply wilt be wel- 
comed, as indicating a keen de- 
sire to remove somo of the exist- 
ing hardships, there will be many 
who will feel that the proposal 
put forward by Mr. Kotewall at 
yesterday's Council meeting might 
have been given a trial. The 
idea, In brief, was that, as an ox- 
periment, supplics should be res- 
tored to houses in the rider main 
districts, and that if it were found 
that consumption . appreciably 
exceeded that from the fountains, 
the existing system should again 
be reverted to. The Government, 
however, thinkg it would be Un- 
safe, in tho present position, to 
allow unmetered supplies to houses, 
und hag put forward 4 new plan 
which should certainly be an Im- 
provement on existing methods, 
‘Tho trouble is at present that 
whilet both the motered and the 
fountain supplica aro drawn from 
the game maing, the consumers 
under tho former get a far more 
goncrous helping than those pco- 
plo who have to Hine up in tho 
strests for thelr supplics. Any 
reduction in:the hours of supply 
would, in atch circumstances, hit 
the fountain-users most. A plan 
hos therefore been .cvolved for 
the construction of a number of 
subsidiary mains, which will carry 
moro ptrect fountains, in cortain 
districts, whilst in uthora cortain 
of the ‘trunk mains will bo con- 
nected up to still more fountains. 
When ‘this-1g done, thero will be 
one period of full pup, Jy to the 
whote. community. on the existing 
mating, instend . of. two porfods a! 
doy © of at prosent, and thereafter , 


a fyrther additional supply 


through the now substdlary foun- | 


tains. Tho result will bo at least 
a doubling of the present numbor 
of fountains, and by reducing the 
supply to metered, services, it is 
hoped to give a twelve ‘hours’ 
supply through the new sub- 
sidiary fountains. As on emorg- 
ency Measure, and AB A Menns of 
correcting the present disparity 
of supply, the scheme has much 
to commend jt, but It enrinot be 
described na ideal. .For one thing, 
the acheme will cost nt lenst $26,000 
while it, would seem possible that 
gome parts of the Colony may still 
be more favoured than others, In 
the official statement made on the 
subject, there is nothing to indi- 
ente whether the new subsidiary 
mains will cover the whole of the 
arens served by the existing 
fountains. . If not, those using the 
present street supplics will get less 
than they now do, whilst the people 
within reach of the new subsidiary 
mains will be infinitely better off. 
Moreover, nothing is said as “to 
whether thé new plan is expected 
to keep consumption — as its 
present level. The * position, 
of course will never be 
entirely satisfactory until every- 
body {a treated  alike., This is 
admittedly difficult, but the ex- 
periment suggested by Mr. Kote- 
wall, and supported by the other 
Chinese members of Council, does 
atoany rate revit on that basis. 
Whether it would be risky to give 
the’ plan « trial is a matter for 
experts, but to the layman it 
seems possible that there might 
not be any inerease in consump- 
tion, Ag-matters are at present, 
there is without doubt oa yreat 
wastage at the street fountains. 

The worst fenture of these 
recurring water shortayes is that 
the poor have to bear the xreatest 
hardships of nny. They are 
placed in a most uncaviable posi- 
tion. If they cannot «afford to 
hire the services of a professional 
carrigr, they have to) wait) for 
hours oa end in the hope ef gxet- 
ting supplies at a time when they 
should hye corning their daily 
bread, On the other hand, if they 
place themge!ves in the hands of 
carriers, (bey are often fleeced, 
ey these people do not hesitate to 
profits from othersé misfortunes, 
Moreever, they often oust women 
and chifdven from their places in 
the queics in’ the seramdle for 
aupylics. These are some of che 
concomitants of the present system 
of distribution, which work 60 
harshly on the masses, who, never 
theless, khow examplary patience 
and cheerfulness ander most. try- 
ing conditions. 


Wealth, Without Limitation. 


Ina penetrating study of “Eny- 
Jnnd’s Crisis,” Andre  Sipsfried, 
the author of an equally stimula- 
ting work-on the United Staten, 
made one comnient which all na- 
tiona would do well to analyse, He 
suggests that Britain is acting per- 
versely in expecting to be able to 
live as prosperously us she did in 
1914, before the economic  struc- 
ture was dislocated in” the war, 
She and America alone have in- 
sisted, In face of all difficulties, on 
constantly raising instead of lower- 
ing their standard of living. Has 
their policy been a mistake? Or 
are those nations wrong that have 
tamely submitted to the Imagined 
neceasity of reducing the ameni- 
ties of their existence? In . the 
first place, it should be remember- 
ed that the world is actually richer, 
not poorer, than it was eighteen 
years ago, It has recently been 


shown that in 1981 the supply of |, 


foodstuffs and raw materials per 
person was more abundant than it 
was in 1913. Even within the pre- 
sent economic regime, therefore, it 
would nppenr that there fs room 
for some general raising of the 
standard of living, But -the pro- 
sent productivity: of tho world 
falls far short of what. it might 
be. It could easily bo ralscd prac-

tically without limit,.so a8 to keop ]. 


pace with almost any possible in- 
cronase in consumption. The world 
ia potentially capable of maintain- 
ing a standard of living hitherto 
undreamed of. Less than 16 por 
cent, of the world’s population 
work under the conditions of the 
factory system, This moans that 
there ia still enormous scopo for 
industriolisatlon to incrense tho 
supply of manufactured. ‘goods. 
True, it {4 a moot question.whethor 
furthor industriallsation by, pre- 
sent methods would inercnse the 
jronuinc satisfactions of living, 
however. much it might Increase 
material; goods.

Right down the ages and in all 
countries there has boon domon 
pessession of consulting with 
famillar spirits.

MAKING WUCHOW 
“CLEANER 


FOUR DAYS’ CAMPAIGN 
INSTITUTED 


: Wuchow, May 18. 

In an attempt to lessen the 
possiblity of sprending contagloua 
diacases and for the purpose of 
promoting municipal hygiene, tho 
Wuchow Public Health authorities 
Inaugurnted five days of “clean 
up.” during which time the house. 
holdern and business men of the 
city were to make a thorough 
rleaning of thelr homes and places 
aft business, 


long yhite banners were 
stretched acrons the principal 
buainesa streets announcing «the 
"Clean. Up" campaign, which 
started on May 14 and continued 
until to-day, 

The authorities divided the city 
into four sections and to cach day 
was alloted a respective portion of 
the city, the last two days being 
occupfed’ with the cleaning of 
Saam Kok Taof, a rather congested 
section of Wuchow, where hun- 
dreda of omall, dirty, hovels are 
sitwated, and which afforded a 
good breeding place for disense 
germs among the filth and slime 
of ita'narraw strecta, The place 
has long been an cyerore. * 

The clean-up regulations were. 
not left to the option of the house- 
holders and = bualnesa men, but 
were compulsory, Two days of 
grace have been given to the 
residents fn each section of the 
city, and the termination of thia 
time will find an Inspection betny 
made, and thase who neglected to 
comply with the orders of the 
Health Department will be stthject 
to a heavy fine, 

So far, Wuchow has escaped a 
citywide enidemle of meningitis, 
such as were current in some of 
the other citles in South, China, 
Several times a false srare was 
started by the local Chinese 
doctora who wrongly diagnosed 
one case of mensles and a cease 
of typhoid fever as moningitia. 

Every possible precaution was 
taken to guard ugainst an out. 
brenk, including the free distribu. 
tion of printed instructions, warn- 
ing the people avainst indi lscinse 
in unhyyienic habits and advising 
them to saree freqnently and 
take personal precautions agrainat 
contracting oor carrying. — the 
diseare to others, :

The Director of Public Works 
safd:—The total quantity of water 
in storage in the reservoirs of tho 
Colony to-day is 731  amillio' 
gallons, belng 678 million gatlons 
In Hongkong and 168 million 
gallons in Kowloon. 

On Wednesday, the 11th May, it 
was deemed necessary to cut down 
the supply throughout the Colony 
to seven hours a day, and . sinco 
then careful watch has been both on 
the consumption and the distribu- 
tion of this supply. 

Aftor full investigation it is now 
considered that neither the reduc- 
tion in consumption nor tho dis- 
tribution of the present supply is 
satisfactory, and that further res- 
triction is necessary. 


Cutting Down Supplies. 


The present supplics on both 
sides of the harbour must be cut 
down, and the proportion of the 
supply taken through meters should 
be reduced, a8 street fountain con- 
aumers nre at present not getting 
an equitable share. 

Under the existing systems of 
supply through meters and street 
fountalns, both off the same main, 
it is not possible to restrict either 
supply separately, the redult being 
that while there appears to be 
considerable hardship _ amongst 
those drawing their supplies from 
street fountains, metered con- 
Sumers cnjoy a comparatively 
generous supply. : 

To reduce the hours of supply to 
any considerable extent under the 
existing system would throw the 
burden of sacrifice still more on 
those using strect fountains, and 
would further aggravate the pre- 
sent disparity. of supply. 


Scheme Evolved. 


With the object of ensuring that 
all consumers should have ‘an 
adequate supply, but that metered 
consumers should retain the 
advantage of having their water 
delivered through tho house taps, 
the Waterworks Engineer, Mr.! 
Newhouse, has evolved a schemo to 
overcome the-present difficulties at 
& comparatively small cost. 

is proposed, in the ‘case 
of the Central and Western 
districts of Hongkong, to utflizo 
the oxisting isolated trunk main 
in Caine Road, and connect to it u 
series of temporary ’ subsidiary 
mains running down towards the 
harbour and carrying a large 
number of street fountains. In 
the case of the Enstern District of 
Hongkong and the Kowloon dis- 
tricts, it is proposed to isolate 
certain suitably placed trunk 
mains and connect to them a lurge 
number of street fountains. 

It would then be possible to give 
a supply to these subsidiary foun- 
tains during the period when all 
other supplies are cut off. 

On completion of these altera- 
tions it is proposed to give one 
period of full supply to the whole 
community, fheluding the foun- 
tains, on the existing mains, and 
thereafter as long a period of ad-
